The most astonishing thing of it all 
is the way the Royal Dutch Shell 
firm, nominally in alliance with the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
is completely ignored in the Heidel- 
berg negotiations. The bargain was 
struck by Walter Teagle, president of 
the New Jersey company, and Herr 
Duisberg, head of the German dye 
trust, and came as a surprise to in- 
dustrial circles here because it sets 
aside the German gasoline company 
as the selling corporation of the dye 
trust’s new processes. 


MARKETS IN DANGER 


This company, in which both the 
Standard Oil and Royal Dutch Shell 
firms possessed a quarter-interest, has 
been expected to sell these products 
but by the Heidelberg agreement the 
Standard ou group will be enabled 
to drive the Dutch Shell company 
from many of its markets in Central 
Europe and elsewhere. The German 
gasoline company was completely set 
aside through the insistence of the

It has been noted that Sir Henry 
Deterdyng, who usually talks freely, 
has said nothing of the Heidelberg 
treaty.

Decision of Supreme Court 
in Clerk’s Hands 


Federal Bench Appeal Next 
if Against Pair 


Vanzetti Found Cheerful on 
Eve of Decree 


BOSTON, Aug. 18. (/)—The deci- 
sion of the full bench of the Mas- 
sachusetts Supreme Court on a peti- 
tion for a writ of error in the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case and on exceptions tak- 
en by defense counsel to rulings of 
Justice George A. Sanderson of the 
Supreme Court and Judge Webster 
Thayer of the Superior Court will be 
made public tomorrow morning. 

The four justices constituting the 
full bench in this instance completed 
the writing of their decision today 
and delivered. it to the official re- 
corder of Supreme Court decisions. 
The recorder told the newspaper men 
who had thought the document 
might be made public today that he 
will not give it out until 9 o'clock 
tomorrow morning. He added that 
the decision covers about five type- 
written pages. 


PLAN HIGHER APPEAL 

Arguments on the exceptions by 
Arthur D. Hill, chief defense coun- 
sel, and Atty.-Gen. Reading were 
made on Tuesday before Justices 
Henry K. Braley, ding: Edward 
P Pierce, James B. Carroll and Wil- 
liam C. Wait.

The Western Oil and Refining Com- 
pany is constructing a new six-inch 
pipeline from the Signal Hill field 
to its refining plant at Wilmington, 
according to field reports. The line 
will be about seven miles in length 
and should be completed by the end 
of the week. 

It is understood that the line is 
being laid to connect the Western 
Oil and Refining Company plant 
with the producing properties of the 
Delaney Petroleum Company in Signal 
Hill and Los Cerritos. 

The Western Oil and Refining Com- 
pany completed the installation of 
lines to its loading station at the 
harbor, and has been supplying 
steamers with bunker oil for some 
time, it is said. The refining plant 
has been keeping busy . on cheap 
crude oli for several months, and 


several large shipments of 
products have been made. 


Field Holds Up 

The Seal Beach field, with the aid 
of the new Wasem zone is holding up 
to its established rate of production 
between 65.000 and 60,000 barrels a 
day in good shape, according to the 
latest survey of the production of the 
field. These figures indicate a total 
output of about 57,000 barrels a day 
for the entire field, from about 
ninety wells. Of this total, the 
Alamitos Heights townlot district ts 
producing about 27,000 barrels, the 
older part of the field to the south- 
east making about 30,000 barrels. 


Gets Big Well 
The California Eastern Ol Com- 
y has recompleted its Persons No. 
1 well in the Alamitos Heights field 
in the Wasem zone for about 2000 
barrels a day, according to official re- 
ports. The well originally was brought 
in from the Selover sand, and made 
good production in that zone, but 
was killed to drill to the more pro- 
ductive deeper sand. s 


Marland Well In 


The Marland Ou Company has 
brought in its McGrath and Selover 
No. 9 well in the Seal Beach field, 
according to unofficial reports. The 
well is producing at the rate of 1900 
barrels a day from a depth of 5323 
feet. ‘The oil is 28.5 degrees gravity. 
The production is coming from the 
Wasem zone, and No. 9 is the sec- 
ond well of the Marland'’s to be 
finished in that sand. 


Dismantle Derrick 

The Calwin Oil Company has tak- 
en the drilling machinery out of its 
Gerrick at Eagle Rock, and is pre- 
paring to abandon the well, accord- 
ing to field re . The Calvin 
derrick has been a sort of monument 
in the Eagle Rock district for the 
past five years, the work being prose- 
cuted in the face of all sorts of dis- 
couragement. Bottom of the hole is 
at about 6150 feet, and some show- 
ings were reported from time to time. 
Even yet the Calwin company be- 
lieves in the oil possibilities of the 
district, and there is talk of drilling 
another well in a more favorable lo- 
cation if the money can be raised. 


Bailing for Production 

The Barnsdall Oil Company * 
ceeded in getting an okeh on * 
water shut-off in its wild cat well 
in the extreme western end of the 
Goleta district yesterday, according 
to officials of the company. The 
well showed some gas during the 
test. The crew was bailing last night 


for a test of the productive pos- 
sibilities of the well. 


Quits Salinas Well 

The Petroleum Securities Company's 
wildcat well on the Anilotzbehere 
property in the Salinas Valicy was 
abandoned at 2651 feet, according to 
Official reports. The well was in a 
granite formation, when it was de- | 
cided to stop work, it is said. 


Several plausible plans are ad- 
vanced, each wrapped in an attrac- 
tive package and labeled as authen- 
tic. The only objection to all of 
them is that they look too good, that 
something must be wrong, probably 
an inconvenient lack of actual basis 
in fact. Nevertheless, they form an 
interesting subject of discussion. 


UNION TO DOMINATE 

The four-company plan, to include 
Union, California Petroleum, Rich- 
field and Pan American Western, is 
the most popular. There is no doubt 
of the benefit the industry would de- 
rive from a combination of this mag- 
nitude, and it looks perfsstly feasibie 
and logical on paper. The paramount 
problem, however, is the molding of 
points of view to fit the situation, 
and an agreement on the personal- 
ities to dominate. 

One gonjecture having all the ear- 
marks of reasonableness is that Union 
Oil will be ‘selected to do the ab- 
sorbing. Union, according to this 
line of thinking, will be the nucleus 
for a new company which will buy 
California Petroleum, Pan Western 
and Richfield. W. L. Stewart, presi- 
dent of Union, is suggested as the 
chairman of the new company, and 
Jacques Vinmont, president of Cali- 
fornia Petroleum, as the president. 

This set-up of officers would mean 
the passing of E. L. Doheny, who is 
reported to have been anxious to re- 
tire for some time, amd would cost 
the Richfield management its ident- 
ity. Both companies, however, would 
undoubtediy contribute several vai- 
uable executives to the new organi- 
zation. 


ANOTHER SUGGESTION 


On the matter of prices and oasis 
of exchange several figures are ru- 
mored. California Petroleum, of the 
three selling companies, is mentioned 
as e leading candidate for the high- 
est price, followed by Pan American 
Western and Richfield. Stockholders 
of all companies, it is said, will have 
the opportunity of taking cash or 
stock in the new company as pay- 
ment. 

Another hypothesis is that Unien 
is definitely out of the picture, and 
that any fusion that materializes wil! 
come through California Petroleum 
and Richfield, or California Petro- 
leum, Richfield and Pan Western. 

As has Leen Intimated several times, 
the chances are that the Federal 
Trade Commission will likely be dis- 
posed to take a broad point of view 
on an application for the merger of 
Southern California companies. Two 
years ago, a proposal of this kind m- 
volving competing companies in the 
same markets would have been flatly 
refused. But any measures calculat- 
ed to improve the economic status of 
the oll industry are particularly de- 
sirble right now. 

Conversations among the banking 
interests and the principals of the 
oil companies are actuaily in prog- 
ress, it is known, but concerning the 
status of the discussions the nego- 
tiators continue to maintain an an- 
noying silence.

there are 307,471 telephones in serv- 
ice. That was on January 1, last, 
and ia almost double che number of 
Phones in the exchange January 1, 
1922, when the last telephone census 
Was taken. Then there were, 162,122 
phones in service, or about twenty- 
two to every 100 persons. 

Since the first of the year there 
have been 285 new telephones in- 
Stalled in the city and it is said at 
the telephone company offices that 
an indication of the steady growth 
of Los Angeles is this ever-increasing 
demand. 

The Los Angeles exchange, in num- 
ber of telephones, is the fifth larg- 
est exchange in the United States, 
being preceded by New York City, 
Chicago, Boston and Philadelphia, 
and it is the seventh largest in the 
world.

ALIFORNIA’S RESPONSIBILITY 
On Monday will convene in Denver a 
conference ot the Governors and river com- 
missions of the seven Colorado River Basin 
States in a renewed effort to get together 
on a program for the control and develop- 
ment of the river. 

Upon the success of this conference's ef- 
fort to secure from at least six of the seven 
States represented unconditional ratification 
of the Hoover plan for the allocation of the 
river's water will depend the success or 
failure of the Swing-Johnson bill at the next 
session of Congress in December—or ear- 
lier if a special session should be called. 

Whether or not such unconditional ratift- 
cation by six States is secured depends en- 
tirely upon the California delegation, head- 
ed by Gov. Young. Upon Gov. Young him- 
self rests the major responsibility of loos- 
ing from the Colorado Compact the crip- 
pling bonds which Young's own political 


Five years ago representatives of these 
same seven States—Arizona, California, Col- 
orado, Utah, Wyoming, Nevada and New 
Mexico—met at Santa Fe to consider and 
if possible to ratify a plan presented by 
Herbert Hoover whereby the waters of the 
Colorado River should be equitably divided 
between the seven States at interest. All 
the States except Arizona ratified it. 

The failure of Arizona to join with the 
others made necessary a revision of the 
pect. Largely through the efforts of Mr. 
Hoover it was made possible to get Con- 
gressional action providing Federal aid for 
river development providing only that six 
States should agree on thé plan. The six- 
State pact was duly formulated and pre- 
sented in turn to the legislatures of the

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several States, Five ratified it promptly 
and unconditionally. California, the State 
which has most to gain through develop- 
ment and contol of the river, refused to 
ratify save with reservations which effec- 
tually nullified the pact. 
These reservations, formulated by the 
Johnson-Young faction in the Legislature 
and introduced by Senator Finney, its 


conditional upon the government's undertak- 
ing to build a high dam in the lower basin, 
at or near Boulder Canyon. This condition 
was totally extraneous to the Hoover pact, 
which had solely to do with the allocation 
of the waters among the States. 


The effect of this action by California 
was to halt in its tracks the entire plan 
for river development. The Federal gov- 
ernment took the natural position that, un- 
less the States concerned could agree on 
a program, the government itself could do 
nothing. 

After two more years of on the 
part of politicians and political groups seek- 
lag to exploit the situation for personal ad- 
vantage Gov. Richardson called a special 
session of the California Legislature in an- 
other effort to secure unconditional ratifi- 
cation of the Hoover pact. This conference 
was called for last October in the hope that 
California might remove the obstacles to 
Federal action before Congress should mee 
in the following December. |

The world's coal pile in 1926 consisted 
of about 15,000,000,000 tons. It went the 
way of coal generally. Soot, ashes, warmth 
and energy were its principal products. | 
Now comes science and demonstrates that 
we have been about as wise in so doing as 
those who would burn a building to secure 
needed heat. Nature packed in that dirty- 
looking coal pile not only much sunshine, 
heat and light of early ages, but oils, gases 
and rare products that nourished the ves 
etable growths that were turned inte coal. 
Chemists have been tearing apart the coal 
molecules and recovering from them kero- 
sene, gasoline, motor oils and gases to 
mention some of the mort valuable ingre- 
dients employed by nature in making coal. 
They lose nothing in the process, but enor- 
mously increase the value of coal, which 
becomes, in fact, almost too valuable to be 
used primarily as fuel.

AMERICANS ABROAD 


BY EVELYN McDOWELL 

Recently I received a letter from 
a friend, in which was inclosed a 
newspaper clipping containing an 
interview with a prominent New 
Yorker. He had just returned from 
a trip around the world and had 
evidently had indigestion all the 
way around. He didn’t have a single 
good word to say of guy country ex- 
cept the U.S.A. Now there is no 
denying that America is by far the 
best country on earth; but do we 
have a monopoly of all the virtues? 

This gentleman (I assume that 
he is a gentleman) is quoted as 
saying that “jn France envy and 
hatred of all that is American is 
so boldly paraded that servants in 
hotels, restaurants and even pri- 
vate homes openly jeer at Amer- 
icans and refuse to serve them.” 
If this was his experience | can't 
help wondering what his own con- 
duct was like to proveke such 
treatment. My experience has been 
quite different. 

I had heard stories, before I 
came to France last spring, of the 
indignities to which Americans 
were subjected and I was prepared 
to endure some unpleasantness for 
the sake of what I might learn 
there. In that respect I was disap 
pointed. I have been cordially wel- 
comed in French homes and have 
almost always received courteous 
treatment on the streets and in 
restaurants and cafes. In finding

A suit to enjoin the First National 
Bank of Los Angeles and the Pacific 
Southwest Trust and Savings Bank 
from using the name “First National 
Consolidated Bank and Trust Com- 
pany of Los Angeles” was filed yester- 
day by the First National Bank of 
Long Beach in the United States Dis- 
trict Court here. 

The suit is aimed at the Comptrol- 
ler of Currency at Washington to pre- 
vent him from authorizing the 
merged banks from using the new 
neme in outside communities. It 
was filed by Oscar Lawler of the firm 
of Lawler & Degnan and will be fol- 
lowed by some nineteen similar suits 
in behalf of First National banks in 
as many Southern California com- 
munities.
